The cut ie the new buildings to 
be erected by the Los Angeles Ice and 
Cold Storage Company. The founda- 
tions have been in pragress for several 
weeks, while work on the buildings 
will begin before the end of the month, 
and be fimieshed by the Ist of March. 
The plans were prepared by Archi- 
tects Eisen & Wyman, and the work of 
construction is under their supervision. 
The buildings will stand on a@ lot, 244x 
215 feet, on the northeast corner of 
Fourth street and Central avenue, and 
thev will consist of a five-story and 
basement brick, 100x100 feet, used as a 
cold-storage house, and a single-story 
brick power-house, 50x100 feet. 

A special feature of the cold 
building, which has not heretofore been 
found further west than Chicago, is an 
arrangement by which cold storage 
rooms are provided for furs, woolen 
fabrics, carpets, rugs and all goods 
liable to injury by moths. Fine up- 
holstered furniture can also be stored 
in this way, and kept safe from 


the power-house is forced through pipes 
to the cooling rooms of the storage 
building. There it passes through «a 
coll of pipe so arranged that the sur- 
rounding air can be cooled to almost 


any point desired. This cold air is then — 
forced into other rooms by electric* 


fans and similar devices. The brine, 
having doné the work required, passes 
to the power-house, where it is again 
cooled and is ready for more work of 
the kind described. By this process «a 
uniformly low temperature can be 
maintained. 

The power-house will also furnish re- 
frigeration for the business section of 
the city. This will be accomplished | 
by means of refrigerating pipes run- 
ning to any building in which it is de- 
stred to have them installed. The pro- 
cess in this case is different from that 
described, but it is equally effective, 
and can be supplied at a comparatively 
amaller expense. A franchise for this 
purpose was granted tw the company 
by the City Council about a year ago. 

The new plant when installed will 
represent an expenditure of over $269,- 
900.

LEHMAN SLIPS THROUGH THE

Railroad Detective Played a Slick 
Trick to Trap the Ticket Broker into 
Violating the Orders of the Court, but 
the Scalper Got Through a Loophole. 


C- J. Lehman, the ticket scalper, has 
slipped through the fingers of the 
Southern Pacific again. This time they 
thought they had him. 

Lehman had been trapped by the ralt- 
read detectives, and was cited to ap- 
pear before Judge Allen yesterday to 
show cause why he should not be pun- 
ished for contempt of court. When it 
came time for Lehman to appear, how- 
ever, the proceedings wes w#adly 
dropped The railroad couldn't get him. 
This was one of the narrowest escapes 
of the scalpers, for the court has an 
order out forbidding the scalpers to 
traffic in certain excursion tickets, 
pending litigation. 

_ Back of the failure of the railroad to 
get the scalper's scaip is an interesting 
story of the trap that was laid. 

One day a man stopped in at Leh- 
man’s place on Spring street and asked 
if there was any mail there for M. E. 
Clute. There wasn't mail for Clute. 
That seemed to be all he wanted. Next 
duy he came again, and asked for mail 
for Clute. There was no mail for Clyte. 
He went again. He kept this up for a 
few days, until at last they were able 
to appease his yearnings with a tele- 
gram for Clute. 

He opened the telegram, and laid it 
on the counter, so that the clerk could 
not help seeing what it said. It read 
as follows:

He invited 
him to sign his name, and finally put 
him off the train at Burbank. 

Clute then came back to Lehman's 
and told one of the clerks what had 
happened. Lehman saw him personally 
this time and told him to come back 
next day. Then he sold him a ticket 
to Salt Lake for $59, allowing him 
$20 for the ticket that was taken up.

IR FULL OF ASHES 
FROM VOLCANOES. 
STEAME A LUXOR GOES THROUGH 
TERRIFYING CLOUD. 
Ship at San Diego Rushed Away from 
San Benito Without Papers—Believed 


City of Quezaltenango Must Have 
Been Destroyed by Outburst. | 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SAN DIEGO, Nov. 7.—The officers of 
the steamer Luxor, discharging at this 
port, tell of a startling experience on 
the west coast of Mexico, which cost 
Capt. Timmerman a fine of $50 at Sa- 
lina Cruz, because he came away from 
San Benito without his papers. ‘The 
steamer was at one time covered with 
volcanic ashes like a sudden fall of 
snow. 
When the steamer arrived at San 
Benito, which is only a short distance 
the Guatemala frontier, they 
found the people much excited and 
alarmed. An immense black cloud was 


hanging over the mountains back of 


the place and earthquakes and volcanic 
outbreaks were momentarily expected. 
The passengers and freight had to be 
lightered to the shore, but that did not 
consume much time. Meanwhile the 
cloud had been becoming ‘more and 
more threatening in its appearance, and 
finally burst over the little port. 

In an instant the steamer was cov- 
ered with fine ashes and the air was so 
full of them that breathing was diffi- 
cult. The forty-five passengers were 
terrified and begged the captain to flee 
from the place. He did not want to 
leave without his papers, but finally 


| agreed to go, when the fall of ashes 


made it impossible to see across the 
deck of his ship, and the air was al- 
most suffocating. Moreover, he had 
waited an hour longer than he had ex- 
pected to, on account of the non-ap- 
pearance of the official with ‘his papers, 
as had been promised. So the Luxor 
cleared without further ceremony at 
full speed and for hours after leaving 
San Benito the Luxor was enveloped in 
the cloud. 

The passengers believe that the cloud 
came from the volcano of Santa Maria, 
or the crater of Quemando, just over 
the frontier in Guatemala. The city of 
Quezaltenango lies at the base of the 
volcano and they are of the opinion 
that that city must have been wiped 
out of existence, judging from the near- 
ness of a catastrophe at Gan Benito, 
which is some distance away from the 
volcano. 

RECEIVER FOR MINE. 

Judge Conklin of the Superior Court 
has made an order appointing Fred- 
erick A. Acer of Los Angeles receiver 
of the mine in, Rancho Rincon Del 
Diablo. This case is a suit for fore- 
closure of the mine, on the ground that 
the terms of the contract were not ful- 
filled. According to the contract the 
mine was sold to 8. M. Green of Mil- 
waukee for $100,000: 
paid down, $6000 was to be paid at the 
end of four months, and the remaining 
indebtedness was to be paid in $6000 ' 
installments every two months. Green 
paid the $75,000 and the first $5000, but 
neglected to pay the balance of $20,000.

SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 7.—One of 
the last ef the old picneers of Santa 
Barbara county, Benignio Gutierrez. 
who, for several years, had conducted a 
drug store here, passed away today 
after a brief illness from typhoid pneu- 
monia. He was born in Valparaiso 
seventy-three years ago. In 1849 he 
joined in the rush for the gold fields 
of California. The boat upon which he 
engaged passage was wrecked at the 
Golden Gate, and he lost all his pos- 
sessions, which compelled him to walk 
to the mines, at times on the verge 
of starvation. Mr. Gutierrez soon tired 
of mining life and decided to come to 
Southern California, arriving in this 
city In 1850. In partnership with Dr. 
M. H. Biggs, he opened the first drug 
store in Santa Barbara. He built the 
business block which was at one time 
known as Apothecaries’ Hall, which is 
now part of the magnificent Fithian 
Block.
